WAR IN CENTRAL AMERICA.

Present Confliet Was Precipltated
by a Trifling Incident,

The present war in Central America
was precipitated by a trifling Incldent.
A Nlcaraguan agitator who fled Into
Honduras was followed by Nlcaraguan
soldlers, who falled to capture bim, but
went away with hils mule. After husty
diplomatic notes had been exchanged
war was declared and real war began.

Better organized, better armed and
better trained than ever, the forces of
Nlearagua on the one side and Hon-
duras and Salvador on the other,
clashed. The recent battle of Peotilloa
do Namasique saw 100 killed on the
slde of Honduras and Salvador alone.
This Is three times as mmany as the
Amerlcan fatalitles In battle In the war
between Bpaln and the United Btates.
There were 5,000 Salvadoreans and
Guatemalans In the fight, so the loss
was 20 per cent.

Personally leading his armlies, which
have Invaded Honduran soll and eap-
tured town after town, is President
Zelaya of Nicaragua. War found him
doubly ready for the conflict, His suc-
cesses on the coast have been followed
upby the United States navy, which has
Ianded small forces of marines at La
Celba and Trujillo, towns eaptured by
Nicaragua, nnd at TIuerto Cortez,
threatened by Zelaya, to protect neu-
tral property. Costa Rlea may hecome
involved, an old fend against Nicaragna
making It potentially an ally of Salva-
dor and Guatemala.

The armies of Central Amerien are
made up of Indlan stock mixed with
Spanish bloed. The socondary weapon
conslsts of the ever truty machette.
Large bodles of the troops are armed
only with these long, heavy knives.
The deadly machete is responsible for
most of the carnage. Even when pro-
vided with guns the Central Amerl-
cans are notoriously bad shots

Honduras has been helped In this
war by Salvader, with whom she had
an offensive and defensive alllance,
and she has had to contend with a re-
belllous outhrenk of her own people.
This was the case In Nlearagua, the
latent revolutionists im each country
seemingly taking advantage of the dif-
cultles of the government te further
their own cuause. Only three Central
Amerlcan states have become Involved,
Costa Rica and Copatemala remaining
neutral.

The government of the United States
sent gunboats to both the Pacific and
Atlantle coasts and marines were Inand-
ed at two or three perts on the north-
ern coast of Honduras for the protec-
tion of American interests. These ports
were in the possession of enemles of
the Honduran government at the time,

and the government of Henduras ap-
proved the action taken by the United
States,

with the recent defeat of rhe forces of

He I8 now generally belleved to have
been stolen frow his bome, although
kidnaping wus not at first suspected.
TRoss reported the losa of the child to
the PPhiladelplila police. He had hopes
of the sufe return of Charley ap to July
6. Then he received a letter demands
Ing $20,000, conditional on the safe re-
turn of the boy. The pollce set out te
capture the kidnapers. From all parts
of the country boys who looked Uke
Charley Ross were reported. One after
another they were shown to be other
chilidren.
